Mrs. Edison, the inventor’s sec­ 
ond wife and mother of Charles A.

Presbyterian 
Medical Center where she had been 
o patient since July 15. 
Mrs. Edison was born at Akron, 
July 15. 1855, and was a leader 
in national fights for tem perance 
and juvenile recreation facilities. 
Her father was Lewis Miller, co­ 
founder with Bishop John H V in­ 
cent of the Chautauqua Institute 
H er m other was an associate of 
Frances E. Willard In the early 
fight for temperance. Years later 
she often related that she had seen 
her m other come home with her 
clothes soaked wi»h w ater thrown 
at her by saloon keepers 
She became ’Mr Edison’s second 
wife at 21 when she was hailed by 
artists ss one of America's moat 
beautiful 
women

then 39. was in the midst of his

Park”. 
Early this year, in connection 
with the centennial of Mr. Edition's 
birth.

Unit Will Aid Cities Asking 


Share Of National Funds 
A 
By The Associated Presa. 
COLUMBUS, Aug. 25 — A new 
section of tho State Health Depart­ 
m ent may be set up next year to 
^help 
Ohio 
communities 
improve 
th eir hospitals under the national 
hospital act which furnishes fed­ 
eral funds to match local money. 
Dr. John D. Porterfield, state 
health director, said the section 
would review the plans of the cit­ 
ies and villages to make sure they 
m eet federal requirements as to 
architecture, engineering, medical 
facilities, and statistics. 
As soon 
as an application is cleared here, 
he said, it can be forwarded to 
W ashington so the federal govern­ 
m ent's 33i per cent contribution 
to th e project can be 
released 
with little delay. • 
A $29,500 appropriation of the 
legislature will enable the Health 
D epartm ent to complete a survey 
of hospital needs throughout the 
state by the end of the year, Dr. 
Porterfield said, but above $37,000 
a year will be needed to carry on 
the work of clearing plans during 
the five years of the federal pro­ 
gram. 
Congress provided $2,500,- 
000 to $2,700,000 a year as Ohio’s 
share of the actual building and 
im provem ent money. 
The survey so far shows an offi­ 
cial count of 19,977 general hos­ 
pital beds in Ohio, Dr. Porterfield 
s p o r te d , 
while the state needs 
33,750 on a basis of a population 
of 7,500,000. 
However, he added, m any of the 
present beds “are located in old 
and otherwise undesirable struc­ 
tures and should be replaced’’. 
“Our present deficit of 13,773 
beds represents only a portion of 
our actual need,” he said. 
The 
federal 
program 
contem­ 
plates providing 4.5 beds for each 
thousand population. 
“Provided that the general as­ 
sembly will authorize funds for 
the continuation of the survey and 
planning program now under wav,” 
Dr. 
Porterfield 
declared, 
“Ohio 
comm unities should become eligi­ 
ble to apply for federal aid early 
in 
1948. 
P resent 
appropriations 
will carry the program only to the 
end of 1947."
